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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The newly amended claims 1,7,13 and 1 9 each 
contain the phrase "to a temperature 40 degrees Celsius higher than" which requires further search and consideration, since the limitation 
was not included in the previously presented claims. 

Applicants arguments concerning the claims rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, 2 nd paragraph are not persuasive. 

Applicant's argue that the thickness and Rmax surface roughness is a dimensionless number. The examiner notes that thickness 
measurements cannot be unitless since they have some distance. Furthermore, As stated in the Office Action dated 20 June 2006, the 
phrase "assuming that" renders the claim indefinite since it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. For example, if the thickness of the organic layer is not 100, then the conditions of the claim referring to the surface roughness 
do not apply. 

Applicant's arguments regarding the prior art rejection are not convincing. 

The applicant asserts that the phrase "said first substrate has a maximum surface roughness Rmax of 0 to 50 obtained from a ratio of a 
maximum surface roughness Rmax (nm) of said first substrate to the thickness (nm) of said organic layer assuming that the thickness of 
said organic layer is 100" is similar to the comparison concept of percent. It is noted that the feature of percent is not recited in the 
rejected claims. The claims are written in a manner that is ambigious and can be interpretated to exclude surface roughness limitations 
(for the reasons presented in the Office Action dated 20 June 2006). 
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
